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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections -35 use §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

2. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Anderson et al (US Pat. 5,913,926). 

Regarding claims 1-21, Anderson et al disclose an array storage system 
comprising a multiple disc assembly 136, 138, 140 comprising a carrier from a plurality 
of different carriers differentiated by a characteristic array of tubular closed channels 
178, each channel adapted for supportingly engaging a data storage device. A multiple 
disc array comprising: a partition comprising channel surfaces 178 defining a tubular 
closed passage; a circuit board 130 disposed in a plane substantially orthogonal to the 
passage; a data storage device 136, 138, 140 disposed in the passage, the channel 
surfaces 178 circumscribing a cross section of the data storage device 136, 138, 140 in 
a supporting mating relationship; and means 156 for urging the data storage device 
136, 138, 140 against the circuit board 130 wherein the circuit board 130 is attached to 
the partition 128 wherein the means 1 56 for urging Is characterized by a fastener for 
attaching the data storage device 136, 138, 140 to a channel surface. 
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3. Regarding method claims 17-21, the structure as mentioned above can perform 
the method claims.
